And her Pateſties pleaſure is, that pf any (hall do fo the contrary in any place, 
the chiefe officer of the Towne oz Poꝛt ſuffryng the ſame, ſhalbe committed to pꝛy⸗ 
ſon, to remayne at her hyghnes pleaſure, oz her Counſel: and yf the Towne be in- 


coꝛpoꝛate, the ſame (þalbe ſeaſed to her Pateſties handes. 


And whoſoeuer ſhalbe manife fly convicted to offende, alter the pzoclamation

Finally, yt any ot her Pateſttes ſubtectes, ſeruyng with any of the ſayd Frebut- 
ters, dofoxſake and auopde from ſuch ſeruice, within fyue dapes after knowledge 
had hereof, they (hall haue pardon of their lyues fo; their fozmer offences . And pf 
they (hal refuſe to returne, oꝛ not obey the ſame, they (hal ſuffer death by Marſhal 
lawe, as afoze ts ſayde foz the lyke conſyderations
